Stone Age Lasted 


Until Recently 


VICTORIA. B. C., May 
8.—The 


stone ago which, scientists say, came 
to an end In AVoHtern Europe about 
1700 
B. C.. was iwirrled on for more 


than three thousand years later and 
In Its most characteristic form existed 
In British Columbia up until as late 
as a century ago In some districts, ac- 
cording; to finding* of archaeologists 
who have been exploring some of the 
old community sites, mounds and ab- 
original graves along the count and 
the Interior of the province. 


Thfi stone ago In British Columbia 


has for many years been the study of 
scientists of note who have been work- 
Ing the field in an effort to build, up 
the story of the evolution of the pre- 
historic civilization as exemplified in 
the tribes who worked out their ex- 
istence between the Rocky Mountains 
and tho Pacific. 
Valuable collections 


have been obtained. 
It was only recently, however, that 


British Columbia, in an effective way. 
turned Its attention to the past. 
Ln- 


dor the direction of Premier John 
Oliver, the Provincial Museum has 
been partially rebuilt and th ecollec- 
tlons nut on exhibition. 


The aboriginal occupants of the 


country belonged to the neolithic, or 
new stone age. scientists determined 
from the specimens obtained 
from 


old villages and burying places. Stone 
and bone tools were in common use 
when the first -white explorers visited 
the North Pacific, although iron and 
copper in small quantities were found 
almost everywhere. 
In some instances the native races 


had developed a degree of art. 
One of 


thf 
feature exhibits in the museum 


is a copy of a seated human figure 
holding a bowl. It was chipped from 
a solid block of stone and then pol- 
ished. 
There are two of these speci- 


mens, very much alike. One was dis- 
covered near Departure Bay. Nanai- 
mo. and the other in Xorth Saamch, 
on Vancouver Island. 
Perhaps the most characteristic of 


the stone age are the stone axes and 
hammers discovered in many places. 
They are almost identical with the 
tools of the neolithic man found in 
Europe. 
The stone weapons include daggers 


and war clubs. There are many ex- 
amples of stone dishes, hewn from 
small boulders. 
With what appears 


to have been rolling pins of a some- 
what angular design the prehistoric 
woman of this coast seems to have 
been '.veil supplied. 


Primitive man in British Columbia 


apparently did a little smoking now 
and then. 
Old shell mounds on the 


Thompson 
and Fraser rivers have 


yielded what appear to have been 
stone'pipes. The early explorers found 
the- native races using a true tobacco, 
nicotina attenuata. which grows wild 
in the Thompson river country and 
was smoked alone 
or 
mixed with 


grease and kinnikinick.

attorney general, had received a fee

W. Morse at the time he -was par- 
doned by Presideint Taft and that 
now Mr. "Daugherty faces the "painful 
duty of putting Morse back in the 
penitentiary for swindling the gov- 
ernment."

, 
Senator James E. Watson. Republi- 


can, 
of Indiana, entered flat denial 
that Mr. Daugherty had received any 
fee in the Morse pardon case. 
He 


informed the Senate that Mr. Daugfa- 
erty himself was authority for that 
statement. Mr. Daugherty. said Sen- 
ator Watson, might have at some 
time received a fee for legat services 
rendered Mr. Morse, but there was 
no payment in the pardon case. 
Senator Caraway launched his at- 


tack on the administration because of 
of the unfavorable action of the Civil 
Service committee on his resolutions 
for an investigation of the recent dis- 
missal of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Saying he expected' the 
resolutions to_be "strangled" in com- 
mittee, the Arkansas senator con- 
tinued: 
"This administration haa accom- 
plished some things, -whether laud- 
able or not, the people -will decide. 
It has accomplished the "throttling of 
the legislation to provide a bonus for 
the soldiers: it has to Is credit the 
seating of a member who bought "his 
seat in the Senate. It also h'as achiev- 
ed something else. 
"A member of the present cabinet 
selected so far as I know, for no sin- 
gle accomplishment, received the big- 
gest fee that I ever knew anybody to 
obtain for getting a pardon for a 
convicted criminal. 
I refer to the 


present attorney-general. 
I ,am in- 


formed that he received $25.00.0 to 
get Mr. Morse out of the., peniten- 
tiary under the plea that he was af- 
flicted with tuberculosis, and now it 
becomes his painful duty to ptst him 
back hi the penitentiary for swindling 
the government, unless some reason 
can be found to "believe that the gen- 
tleman again has contracted a dan- 
gerous tnalady. The attorney-general 
got 125,000, and he wanted more, I 
am told." 
' 
Senator Caraway then referred to 


the refusal of the president to see the 
"child crusaders" who came here to 
plea for pardons for their fathers 
who in- prison because of war-time 
offenses:
